RIVERS RISING RAPIDLY 


SACRAMENTO. 


BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 


ACRAMENTO (Cal) Dec. 

Rivers of the Sacramento weter- 

shed are rising by leaps and 
bounds tonight as a result of heavy 
rains during the last 36 hours over 
the entire portion of Northern Call- 
fornia. Weather Forecaster Taylor 
predicted tonight that within 24 hours 
the upper Sacramento river will reach 
dangerous stages, At Sacramento, the 
river was rising slowly tonight, the 
crest of the flood not yet having 
reached here. 

The Yuba river at Marysville rose 
four feet between 6 and 109 p.m. t 
night and the volume of water is rap- 
idiy increasing. 

Redding reported tonight that the 
rain has caused the melting of from 
three to five feet of snow in Shasta, 
Trinity and Lassen counties which has 


Pitt rivers.

ROUND-THE-WORLD MAIL. 
— 


Ten-Thousand-Ton Royal Carrier 
Sails From London, First of Line 
Round for the West Coast. 

With the salling of the new 10,000. 
ton cargo steamer Cardiganshire 
from London this week, the Royal! 
Packet Company's long- 
promised service to the west coast 
takes on the sembiance of reality. 
The boat should arrive here in 
late February or early March. 
The Cardiganshire is one of three 
10,000-ton steamers the Royal Mail 
intends assigning to around-the- 
world service via the Panama Cana! 
and this port following the comple- 
tion of the big ditch. The others are 
the Carnarvonshire and the Breck- 
nockshire, now building. A malle 
vessel, the Merinoethshire, is now on 
its way to North Pacific Coast ports 
by way of the Suez Canal and is also 
intended for Canal service. 

In addition to cargo-freight serv- 
ice, the Royal Mail also intends to 
maintain around-the-world passen- 
ger service through the canal in con- 
nection with its present West Indies’ 
service. Nothing more than an an- 
nouncement of intentions regarding 
this service has been made, however.

It is supposed that Baker, realizing 
his situation, took his life rather than 
face a penitentiary sentence. He was 
given probation by Judge Willis upon 
his promise to keep out of bad com- 
pany and to comport himeelf as an of- 
ficer of the court should do. 

He was arrested for taking shares of 
stock from the adjoining office of an 
associate. He confessed, and, ow! 
to his apparently past good 
obtained probation. 

Some of the employees of the con- 
cern were interrogated yesterday by 
Deputy Dist.-Atty. Keetch with a view 
to ascertaining the line of business 
Baker was engaged in when he com- 
mitted suicide. The employees said 
they had not been paid for weeks and 
that there were many complaints from 
persons who had joined the “assoct- 
ation.”

The gang of counterfeiters that 
dropped into Los Angeles on Christ- 
man eve and apparently dropped out 
again less than twelve hours later 
left at least $700 in phony $20 gold 
certificates behind, according to Secret 
Service Agent Hazen, who is »aling 
up the reports of the victims, 

The record so far shows that the 
Farmers and Merchants’ National 
Bank took in six as deposits of cus- 
tomers, the International Savings and 
Exchange Bank svotted four, the Cit- 
ene National Bank two and the 
Bank of Italy one, with other fnan- 
cial inetitutions yet to be heard from. 
B. H. Levy, a North Main-street mer- 
chant, got stung for one, and it is 
the bellef of Hazen that not leas than 
thirty-five of the bad bills were 
Passed in Los Angeles. He knows 
personally of twenty-five, and reports 
of additional victims are coatinuaily 
coming to his attention. 

Hazen says the first notice of the 
appearance of the note tn the East 
was transmitted to his office about a 
year ago; a second was received in 
August last. The information is that 
so good is the counterfeit that the 
“phony” stuff was taken without ques- 
tion in a number of eastern cities.

BE A BENEFIT.” 


Ban Johnson Thinks League 
Will Help. 


Looks for a Hot Fight for 
Several Y ears. 


American League to Support 
the National. 


(BY DIRECT WIRD TO THE TIMES.) 

CHICAGO, Dee. Exclusive 
Dispatch. ] That the Federal League 
will prove a big benefit to baseball, if 
it develops strength enough to put up 
a good stiff fight, because it will re- 
sult in a general house cleaning, is the 
belief of President Johnson of the 
American League, who took advantage 
of a lull in proceedings today to ex- 
tend a hearty welcome to the new or- 
ganization. 

Elimination of undesirable persons 
who have been attracted to baseball 
by the apparently easy path to wealth 
offered by it, eradication o which 
have crept into the sport reducing 
it to a business basis, curtailment of 
the reckless extravagance which has 
been saddled on the pastime by too 
long continued prosperity, and the 
elevation of the game to a higher, 
cleaner sporting plane, are some of 
the things which the head of the 
American League hopes will eventuate 
in the next two or three years if the 
war, which now seems inevitable, lasts 
long enough to produce some of the 
good results he hopes for. 

WANTS GOOD FIGHT. 

“I hope we are in for a good fight 
and that the Federal League will 
prove as strong as it claims to be,” 
said Mr. Johnson. “It will do the 
game a lot of good, and is the only 
way that certain much-needed reforms 
can be brought about. 

“It was bound to come or 

er and personally I welcome it as 

e means of a good thorough house 
cleaning. My only fear is that the 
opposition will not be strong enough 
to bring about the desired result 
Revolutions are bound to occur every 
so often. We have had thém in base- 
ball once every ten years or so, and 
it hes been twelve yeafs now éince 
anything of the kind was started. 

“The coming year ts a particularly 
good one for the purpose as it looks 
like an off year In baseball and that 
means a good test of the gameness of 
the mien who are in the sport or may 
be brought into it. The brunt of the 
battle li fall on the minor leagues, 
which are in greater need of a house 
cleaning, as a whole, than are the 
major leagues, We will have to stand 
some of the losses, too, but I dont 
look for any serious inroads to be 
made into the American League. 

MUCH EXTRAVAGANCE. 

“I am sorry for those who are go- 
ing to loge the money that must be 
lost, if we really are to have a good 
hard fight but those who have not 
prepared for just such conditions will 
suffer most and will have only them- 
selves to blame. I have seen this com- 
ing for several years, In spite of all 
efforts to curb matters, a lot of reck- 
lees extravagance has been indulged 
in recently and the burden was be- 
coming too great for the game to bear. 
The only remedy seems to be a few 
doses of real adversity and that is 
what a baseball war will 

“When it comes to a fight the 
American League will back up the 
National League and will expect the 
same support. Both major leagues 
will support the National Association 
in the contest and present a united 
front for the preservation of organized 


baseball. 

“The last year Was a tough one for 
baseball. It was a particularily bad 
one for the minor es. It was 
none too prosperous for the Nationa: 
League either. The American League 
prospered last season and was the ex- 
ception to the rule. ‘ 

WILL BE HELP. 
“That is why I welcome the Federal 
League. Personally, I believe it may 
prove the proverbial broom. Mind 
you, I do not say the American League 
club owners will welcome a battle as 
a rule I am speaking from the 
broader standpoint of baseball as a 
national sport. I hope the result will 
be the elimination of a lot of the dead 
wood that has accumulated and the 
eradication of some of the methods 
that are anything but good for the
